Retrenchment plans include al&o ttie 
elimination of evening lectures in the 
museum buildings and in public 
schools under the auspices of the mu- 
seum andi a 50 per cent, curtailment 
of lectures for school children in the 
museum. All of these measures arc 
designed to cut down expenses for 
fuel, light and service, as the mini- 
mum appropriation of |240,000 asked 
for by the musetmi, figured to cover 
regular expenses only wttbout provi- 
sion for further development, has been 
cut down to 1225,000 in the city budget.

They juat begin, to drift/ The 
"^te" fotri is generally a gciod-natured fellow starting out with 
Kigh hopes and promises of success, but he lacks grit. He is 
easy>going and soon gets into the company of fellows muSeh like 
himself. Here this kind of fellow finds his difficulties, for the 
opinion of his set seems most important to him and he soon gets 
into tiie "swim." Drift is the peculiar peril of this class, just 
aOowdng the general opinion or fashion ,to act as the standard 
of conduct, and desiring to measure up to that staadsnl instead 
of tM man thinldng for himself. . 

Many of our novelists have shown us the danger of drifting, 
a ekwsie instance is that given by Geotge Eliot. Romola is a 
fine type of man but instead of asserting himself,, he allows cir> 
cumstancas to guide him and he beoomes a failure.

|A SENSE OF HUMOUR 

I — 

It came to me as an. unesepecied in- 
spiration the other day that I would 
amuse myself dlscoursins on a sense 
of humour some evenins while those 
of my clasa-matea who are haunted by 
the nightmare ot examinations fever- 
' ishly devoured condensed information. 
Tbe full humour of the situation did 
not appear to be apparent to them, and 
I becam» still more convinced of the 
necessity of the composition. It seenu 
to me to be a great pity ^at so many 
otherwise worthy undergraduates ro 
through college without this valuable 
! acquisition, so that I have devoted my 
I quite remarkable talents towards 
j clasaifying the various species of this 
j desideratum. I was further embodied 
I by the thought that, as it is a well 
known fact no one will confess to the 
lack of a sense of humour, 1 should be 
fairly free from any accusation of per- 
sonal Insult 

It appears to me, then, that there are 
three distinct types of humo'ur. The 
fl'pst might better be denominated 
••wit." It is of a sharp aud trutting 
nature. The exponents of this type 
glory in seeking for subtle ioterpreU' 
ttons of your most innocent remarks, 
and fill you with the delightfully un- 
comfortable feeling that their appar 
ently harmless words are really 
barbed, and that the full significance 
of this hidden meaning will become 
apparent to yon only after you have 
left and it is impossible for you to 
rejoin. This type of iiumour is dis- 
tinctly intellectual in natuie and 
leaves the victim upon whom it has 
been practised gasping under a newly 
; acquired knowledge of the wealth of 
homonyms possessed by the L'ngli.sh 
: language, and writhing helplessly 
j under tlie feeling that somehow 
or other he has been made ridiculous, 
though how he does not know. The 
I exponents of this type need not be of u 
I joyful and care-free disposition, for 
I this Is a humour ot the head and not 
i the heart It can be practised cnly by 
those of quick intelligence, but often 
is at its best when its disposers mood 
I is far from happy, for a little savage 
: sarcasm or biting cjnicisin intensifies 
I its force. 

The next classification we feci is 
moi e entitled to the name of humour. 
ThiH type is also intellectual, but re- 
, quires the assistance of a joyful mood 
I for its success. The representativea 
of this species also play on the mean- 
.\a's at words, and delight in scod- 
hiimourcd repartee; but ihe sharpness 
, and the sarcasm outlined above do not 
form a, characteristic. Those in the 
first class freauently raise up enemies 
through their wit these less often. 

The last type we will denote as 
"mirth," and this is the form of 
humour which is ibK spontaneous oul- 
• pouring of Jollity. There need be no 
.subtle and brilliant conversational 
j ability for this classification. Us ex- 
ponents laugh often and long, and 
those with them laugh too. Perhaps 
•nothing \cry brilliant has been said, 
: but somehow hilarity is in the air, and 
all hearts are filled with merriment. 
These last are universally popular. 
I They are frequently worsted when 
; they àicountor any of the two previous 
types — one might say that tliey in- 
evitably SCI defeated in the conflict, 
I ^ lor they arc too filled with placid 
. amusement to worry over the quiddi- 
' lies of the discussion. ^

This large yard ref e rred to is aow 
illM witb large buildings, but when 
It esisted it WM used, like other ina 
yards, br the traveillag eompaaies of 
players for the enactment of their 
mystery and moimltty plays referred 
to in the previous article on the BeUe 
Sauvage. It was in tbe George.* 
Vulture, so it is recorded, tbat the 
first Beefsteak Club was-formed by 
Richard Estcourt, the Drury Lane co- 
median, a fashion which epread in all 
directiooa. And so tbe bistory of tbe 
George ft Vulture could, be traced, 
and anecdotcB relating to it o-jt down 
to All many pages. But- admitting 
these antiquarian notes have tbeir in- 
terest for tl<eir aim sake, we must 
leave tbem;. la- -order that we may 
glance at the Pickwickian traditions, 
through which tbe tmveni Is known 
to-day.

Goswell Street. This done 'they sbortly 
left tbe tavern tor Dingley Dell, where 
they bad a roiyal Gbrtetaias time.

George ft Vulture is on tbe occasion 
when the party left it to join Mr 
Wardle and other friends at dinner 
at Osborne's Adolphi Hotel, another 
Dickensian inn which in due course 
will find a placo in this series. So, 
it wUl bo seen, from the Cret men- 
tion of the tavern about mid-way Keys, 
through the boolt, until its closing 
pages, tho George ft Vulture may be 
said to have been Mr. Pickwick's bead- 
auartora ia London. ^ 

Is it, therefore to be wondered at, 
coueidering all tbe incidents and 
events tbeso few references recall, 
tbat the whole atmosphere of the 
George ft Vulture positively reeks with 
Pickwick? 

Is it surprising that the various pro- 
prietors of the inn have from time to 
time cherished /hese associations, and 
have reminded their cu.-.Lonieru c 
time they dine there of Mr. Pickwick's 
connection witb it by placing before 
them plates witb that immortal man's 
portrait, la tbe act'of addressing his 
club, indelibly printed on It? 

Is it to be wondered at that the 
City Pickwick Club sfaould hold iU 
meetings and dinaers there, or tbat 
tbe Dtckens Felldwritip sboufd cboose 
It as' tbe most appropriate spot. for 
tbe eatertsinment of their American 
aad colonial visitors, and occasionally 
to bavé convivi^ll gatjierings of its 
members tbere? 

And win it surprise auj'one if a uni- 
versal agitation is set on foot to pre- 
serve it from the axe and pick of the 
builder wblcb threatens it in tbe near 
future? • 

There is one extraordinarily inter- 
esting piece of history relative to tbe 
George ft Vulture and Pickwick wtib 
wbich fittingly to cl6se this account 
of London's famous inn. 

In 1837, the year that "The Pick- 
wick Papers" were appearing in
